My Dear Mr. O’Laughlin: 

Iam glad to answer categorically the 
questions in your letter of September 14. 

I do believe that the Army and Navy 
should continue control of their separate 
air forces, as at present. Although I 
think the President’s Cabinet is now 
too large, and I would be glad to see it 
reduced in number, I do not favor a 
single Department of National Defense, 
because I think the task of heading 
such a department is beyond the 
strength of any man. 

I do not favor an independent air 
department. 

Ido not favor any more investiga- 
tions by Congress of the type that were 
held last Winter, in which General 
Mitchell testified. Congress will always 
need information in order to legislate 
intelligently, and this means that inves- 
tigation and inquiry on all subjects of 
legislation must continue, but such in- 
vestigations should be conducted for 
the information of Congress and not 
the exploitation of individual witnesses.

Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, of Florida—‘“I am inclined to believe that 
Congress may feel obliged to investigate the situation, but I am not disposed 
0 be committed to that until after giving the evidence and the report appropri- 
ate consideration.” ; 

Senator Frank L. Greene, of Vermont.—“I do not wish to go on record on 
this subject now. If this matter comes before the Senate Military Affairs 
ommittee this Winter, I want to consider it without prejudice. When I have 
heard evidence I can formulate better my ideas of the proper solution.” 

Senator Morris Sheppard, of Texas.—‘“I do not wish to reach a final con- 
clusion until the various investigations shall have terminated. I am very much 
inclined to believe that there should be a special investigation by Congress.” 

Senator Hiram Bingham, of Connecticut.—‘“In view of my membership on 
he Air Board, I do not think it would be quite within the bounds of propriety 
Hor me to make any public statement at this time.” 

Senator Royal S. Copeland, of New York.—“I do not think it seemly to give 
Public expression to my views at this time. When the report of the special 
Committee is ready I shall be glad to discuss it.” 

Senator Cole L. Blease, of South Carolina.—“I do not believe that the Army 
and Navy should continue the control, operation, and development of the air 
forces as at present. 

“I favor a department of national defense, with the under secretaries of the 

my, Navy, and Aeronautics. 

“I favor an independent Air Department, co-equal with the War and Navy 
Departments, provided a Department of National Defense with the under secre- 
aries of the Arniy, Navy, and Aeronautics is not adopted. 

‘I favor a thorough investigation by Congress, one not influenced by politics 
br political partisans.” 








Representative F. F. Patterson, Jr., of New Jersey.—“I favor an independent 
investigation by Congress, and am confident that one will be ordered, provided 
it does not conflict with the inquiry instituted by the President. 

“T do not believe that the Army and Navy Air Services should be under one 
head, as their problems are entirely different; but there should be some plan or 
scheme of coordination to prevent duplication, providing no new bureaus are 
established which would increase expense without tangible results. In other 
words, I believe that the Army and Navy Air Services should each be developed 
along progressive lines by the two departments separately; also, that the Post 
Office Department should develop its Air Service; and that commercial aviation 
should be encouraged and developed by the Department of Commerce. 

“While I admit that it might be possible to create a department for all 
air service, we know that there are many reasonable objections to such a course, 
and it is a question whether such an experiment would be justified by the results 
that might be obtained. 

“These matters should all be thoroughly threshed out before any 
hensive plan is decided upon, and in the meantime the Air Service of each 
department should be preareneneey developed as speedi 
and sane lines, and as economically as possible, without being parsimonious or 
niggardly in our expenditures.” 

Representative Henry Drewry, of Virginia——“I am_ still considering 
matter and expect that the Naval Committee will consider it during the next 
session, and I had rather not put myself on record prior to a further study.” 

Representative Herbert J. Drain, of Florida—‘“I make it a rule never to 
express myself for publication upon matters of great importance prior to their 
anapitgnansios by Congress, or at least until investigation has brought out the 
main facts. ;

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AS THE COUNTRY SEES OUR SERVICE PROBLEMS | 





“PLACE THE RESPONSIBILITY WHERE IT BELONGS,” CRIES THE COUNTRY 


F OUR matters of vital concern to the country, and particularly to the Army 
and Navy, have occupied the attention of editors throughout the land during 
the past week. They are: 

1. The tragic loss of the S-51. 

2. The terrible disaster met by the Shenandoah. 

3. The developments before the President’s Aircraft Board. 

4. The excellent results in the Air Mail Service as revealed by Postmaster 
General New and his subordinates. 

In the composite editorial mind, as revealed by the expressions in the press, 
there seems to be a suspicion, more or less unformulated, that a common cause, 
as yet undesignated, is at the bottom of the disasters that have occurred. Yet, 
side by side with this suspicion is, in most instances, confidence that the investi- 
gations being made will reveal the facts, lead to the adoption of effective reme- 
dies, and place the responsibility squarely where it belongs. And part of the 
responsibility, as a number of western papers, both republican and democratic, 
point out, belongs to Congress for the inadequate appropriations which it has 
made. In this connection the Seattle Times says, “And the thing the people 
overlook is the fact that both the War and Navy Departments are unable today 
to function properly for lack of funds—and this by Act of Congress—by the acts 
of the men who represent the people.” 

The prevailing idea of a common reason for the misfortunes that have 
occurred is best epitomized in this quotation from the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger (Independent): 

“Such a loss (the S-51) emphasizes once more the importance of cooperation, by 
sea and land, with all who navigate in air or water. Physicists in the laboratory, 
weather experts in their observing stations, officials at a desk, workmen in the fac- 
tory, instead of quarreling over jealous ques- 
tions of precedence, authority and red tape, 





Commenting upon these remarks of the Assistant Secretary, the New York 
Commercial (independent) suggests: “All the talk about the ‘criminal negli. 
gence’ of the Navy Department in the matter came about because those deter. 
mined to discredit that Department of the Government believed that they had 
been given a great opportunity to make capital for themselves by charging the 
death of members of the Shenandoah’s crew to Navy officialdom, with which 
the critics are not in sympathy.” 

It is gratifying to find a continued editorial confidence in the integrity of 
the investigations under way, and this is best expressed by the New York World, 
which states that each inquiry “is receiving attention on its own merits.” The 
World contends it should now be possible to keep the three issues—the value 
of the type as represented by the Shenandoah, the desirability or nondesirability 
of an independent Air Service, and the conduct of Colonel Mitchell—in the three 
separate compartments in which they belong and to treat each of them as ap 
independent problem. 

With few exceptions all the papers approve the manner in which the Air. 
craft Board is conducting its investigation, and confidence especially is reposed 
in its chairman, Mr. Dwight Morrow. The New York American and other 
papers in the Hearst string published an editorial, in the course of which this 
was said: 

“The country at large, and New York in particular, have reason to know that Mr. 
Morrow is the kind of projectile that goes where it is aimed. He has an incisive fair 
mind. He has fine publie spirit. President Coolidge has known him constantly since 
they were at Amherst College together, and he has had the courage to make use of this 


able, fair citizen in a situation where the country vitally needs ability and fairness, 
a situation clouded by technicalities and obscured by personal and professional prej- 
udice. Mr. Morrow is the kind of man to dis- 


solve clouds of technicalities and override prej- 





need to forget the pettiness of personal rivalries 
and wounded vanities in the great objective 
represented by the crews of the Shenandoah 
and of the rammed submarine, no longer alive 
to speak for themselves and the craft in which 
they met their fate.” 

The Baltimore Sun (democratic) asks if 
the tragedy of the S-51 were avoidable. “If 
there proves to be ground for suspicion,” 
continues the Sun, “that the collision suf- 
fered by the S-51 was at all due to risk that 
might properly have been avoided, the re- 
sponsibility of the Navy for the welfare of 
its men cannot be met except by stringent 
revision of the operating regulations which 
contributed to the disaster.” The New York 
Herald- Tribune (republican) anticipates 
that “whatever technical lesson may be in- 
volved will be studied and the results will be 
applied; but nothing,” it declares, “will ever 
make the business of war, even in peace 
time, a matter of absolute safety, while at 
the same time nothing will ever prevent the 
officers and men of the Navy from accepting 
their dangers and carrying on.” Through- 
out the press there runs a note of deep sym- 
pathy for the relatives of the men entombed 
in the shell of the submarine, a realization 
that the tragedy is a mark of the heavy 
price that the race must pay, ofttimes with 
blood and tears for the progress of science 
and the advancement of our mastery of sea 
and sky. “Yet, brave men,” one editor 
writes, “are undaunted by the fate of those 
who went before them, who travailed and 
endured, and even laid down their lives in 
accordance with the traditions of the fleets 


and armies of America.” Courtesy of New York Times.

The Brooklyn Daily Eagle finds that the 
testimony already taken by the Aircraft 
Board has “revealed important differences 
of opinion between Army and Navy and 
within each Service that must be probed 
further.” The Eagle continues: “The lay. 
man sees that here is an issue upon which 
experts disagree which involves rooted tra- 
dition, the pride of each Service in its own 
achievements, questions of prestige and au- 
thority, which are of the highest importance 
to the national defense.” The Boston Tran- 
script has no such doubts. It asserts that 
“there is no reason why we should be ina 
hurry to repeat what a right judgment now 
regards as a British mistake.” 


While the Transcript already has reached 
a conclusion, the New York Sun, the New 
York Evening Post (independent), and the 
San Francisco Chronicle (independent) all 
await the additional testimony to be ob- 
tained. The Sun asserts that “if there is 
anything the matter with our flyers, our 
planes or our system, the present investiga- 
tion should reveal the weakness and set us 
on the right course.” The Evening Post, 
while equally confident the Aircraft Board 
will get the facts, states: “A nation that 
waited nine days for word from the seaplane 
lost in the Pacific is curious about the cir- 
cumstances of that disastrous Hawaiian 
flight. * * * The public desires that the 
Air Commission shall find out what may be 
wrong with naval flying.” The Chronicle 
contents itself with the statement that “the 
people of America look to this opportunity 
- for a thorough sifting of all the events, s¢ 














It is apparent the press intends to pay as 
close attention to the investigation into the 
ramming of the S-51 as it has paid to the testimony which has been taken by the 
Naval Court of Inquiry into the tragedy of the Shenandoah. The editors are 
more concerned with the evidence thus far adduced with respect to the alleged 
desire of Commander Lansdowne to postpone the trip on account of weather 
conditions than anything else. For example, the Philadelphia Public Ledger 
(independent) suggests that “the letters of the dead Lansdowne show that he 
wished to postpone the trip,” and adds caustically: “Since Secretary Wilbur 
has issued so many statements, he might issue just one more in answer to a 
dead man’s letters.” The New York American holds that “The Navy Depart- 
ment’s alibi that Commander Lansdowne had power to alter his itinerary as 
weather stressed, is silly.” The New York Sun (republican) regards the dis- 
astrous flight of the Shenandoah as “a costly circus stunt * * *, but if it 
served the purpose of showing up the Zeppelins, the sacrifice was not utterly 
in vain.” 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Robinson, who has been on the Pacific 
Coast, threw down the geuntlet to the critics of the Navy Department in a 
forceful speech delivered by him in the State of Washington. 

“Tf it is true,” he said dramatically, “that the Shenandoah was unfit when it started 
on its ill-fated voyage, then those responsible for its condition should not only be put 
out of office but tried for murder as well, and I, as one of those responsible, stand ready 
for such a trial at any time. 

“Since the loss of the Shenandoah some have said that the ship was not fit to make 
‘the trip. The Shenandoah was as fit for that voyage as any ship that is sent out upon 
the sea from the Bremerton Navy Yard. You people at the navy yard would not send 
a ship to sea if you thought it would sink. Neither did we send the Shenandoah forth 
thinking that it might fall. The Shenandoah met unusual air conditions and fell just 
as any ship from this navy yard might meet a typhoon and sink.”

And, finally, the Atlanta Constitution (democratic) sums up the situation iD 

these words: “Judging from the consensus of press opinion, the Board has the 
full confidence of the American people.” 

There is general editorial approval of the activities of the Postoffice Depart 


ment and the Commerce Department with reference to civilian flying. The 


New York Times asserts that “air transportation has become necessary to the 
development of trade. The national security also is involved. Commercial 
aviation must be assisted by the Government if the United States is to go for 
ward with other nations.” The Louisville Courier Journal expresses the vie¥ 
that “The Army and Navy may have been laggard in the development of 
heavier-than-air and lighter-than-air machines, but there has at no time bee! 
a question that the Air Mail Service has not kept pace with full development 
in other countries.” The Kansas City Times interestingly reviews Europe’ 
progress in commercial aviation and declares the European development poitl' 
significantly to the chances for commercial aviation on a large scale in America 
“The military demands of aviation,” it holds, “are not to be neglected; but witt 
the commercial air traffic firmly established there would be a dependable ba‘ 
on which to build in the event of conflict.” 

There is one aspect of the entire discussion of the air controversy whieh 


will not be lost sight of by the careful psychologist, and that is the public inter 
est is so aroused that impetus is certain to be given to flying operations in ™ 
immediate future.

RESERVES AGAINST CUT IN MILITARY SERVICES 


ELEGATES representing 369 chapters of the Reserve Officers’ Association 

D of the United States, and whose membership aggregates close on 50,000 
met in annual convention at Kansas City, Mo., October 1-4, and protested 
strongly against any cut in the personnel of the Regular Army or its com- 
onents. 
, An adequate national defense was urged, with the necessary appropriations 
for carrying this into effect, and Reserve officers all over the United States, of 
which there are some 90,000, were urged to cooperate and through the Con- 
gressmen of their districts make known the urgent need for the support of a 
real national defense, with the Regular Army and all its components properly 
organized and trained.

ai GENERAL DELAFIELD’S REPORT 


Gen. John Ross Delafield, the retiring president of the Association, in his annual 
report on October 1 made_a most impressive presentation of the necessity of an 
adequate national defense. He also pointed out the power that 90,000 Reserve officers 
could wield in their influence among Congressmen and the people to provide properly 
for the maintenance of the Regular Army, National Guard and the Reserves as they 
should be maintained, and also for the proper training of the R.O.T.C. and C.M.T.C. 
The total increase in the Reserve Officers’ Association for the past two years is close 
on 9,500 fully paid members, he said. 

General Delafield pointed to the fact that there are not enough officers and men 
now in the Regular Army to instruct and care for the civilian components and activi- 
ties of the National Defense Act, and any further reduction would immediately affect 
the efficiency of the National Guard and of the Organized Reserves. 

He recommended that some way be devised by which the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves, through their respective organizations, can cooperate and work 
actively with the War Department to secure the entire appropriations for carrying out 
the National Defense Act. General Delafield praised the good will and cooperation 
between the National Guard and the Organized Reserves. Ten states, at the instance 
of the Reserve officers, have passed resolutions favoring national defense and have 
forwarded them to Congress. 

General Delafield praises highly the work of Col. Fred B. Ryons, the secretary of 
the Association, and also Capt. C. C. Lowe, for their effective work in promoting the 
interests of the Association. He asked Reserve officers to support the proposed new 
selective service law drafted by the War Department. 


ADDRESS OF GENERAL HINES 


General Hines in the course of his address gave information of the utmost impor- 
tance concerning the future of Reserve officers, national defense, and Air Service 
problems. 2 

He took up the question of the six field army plan, and the important part the 
Reserve officers will play in it, and said in part: 15 

“In a major emergency so serious that all our frontiers might be threatened, it is 
astimated that 186,607 officers, not including replacements, would be needed in the 
frst 14 months of such a war. We have in the Regular Army and National Guard 
less than 25,000 officers. Where will the balance come from to fill the Regular Army 
units (active and inactive), and the National Guard and Organized Reserve units? 
The answer is obvious. The burden will rest on the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

“Careful study of the problem of necessary training seems to be crystallizing opinion 
along the following lines: 

“1. That combatant personnel should be trained more frequently than noncom- 
batant personnel. Aeires ire 

“2 That a direct relation between training opportunity and mobilization priority 
and duties should be established. 

“The General Staff has about completed most comprehensive studies as to the future 
f our national defense. As soon as these studies huve been coordinated a committee 
of Reserve and National Guard officers will go over the part of these plans that 
pertain to the Reserves and National Guard so that the views of the civilian com- 
ponents may be considered. 





“We intend in our six-army plan 
greatly to increase in case of emergency 
our Air Service, just as we do our other 
combat branches, by means of National 
Guard and Organized Reserve units.

greatly diminish the value of the Reserves 
as a combat team and lead to inefficiency 
in battle. 

“The War Department policy of the 
Air Service contemplates such an increase 
in the Regular Army as to provide a mini- 
mum peace establishment of 4,000 officers, 
2,500 flying cadets, 25,000 enlisted men, 
2.500 airplanes, 20 airships, and 38 
balloons. This figure is to be attained by 
progressive development over a period of 
10 years. The greatest possible number 
of Reserve officers on active duty are to be 
used as part of the 4,000 officers required 
for this peace establishment. 

“For the war establishment required 
for Air Service units in the six-field-army 
plan are a total of 22,616 officers, 172,920 
enlisted men, 8,756 airplanes, 36 airships,

ARMY AND NAVY FLIERS TELL THEIR NEEDS 


I Ypbe mci: of testimony, covering every phase of the air controversy, was 
taken this week by the Morrow Aircraft Board. The actual flyers of both 
the Army and Navy were heard, including Col. William Mitchell and Comdr. 
John H. Rodgers, besides many other prominent officers. Continuing our effort 
to inform the people on the actual facts adduced, the editors of the country 
have been supplied with copies of the ARMY .AND NAVY JOURNAL, and we com- 
mend to them, as we do to our readers in and out of the Services, a careful 
perusal of the actual text of the evidence. 


Colonel Mitchell occupied the center of the stage on Tuesday afternoon 
and Wednesday morning. Chairman Morrow, as the testimony shows, dis- 
played the utmost consideration of Colonel Mitchell, as of all witnesses, and 
gave him the opportunity to put into the record whatever he desired, although 
pointing out that what the Board particularly was seeking were constructive 
suggestions. The Army flyers who preceded and followed Colonel Mitchell 
were largely in accord with the views he expressed, both in the matter of dis- 
satisfaction, based to a considerable extent, it was stated, upon inadequate pro- 
motion, lack of consideration, prejudice or ignorance, etc., etc. 


The Naval fiyers were opposed to a united Air Service, but favored an air 
corps within the Navy. Just before adjournment on Friday the Board heard 
the evidence of Commander Rodgers, the gallant officer who came within an 
ace of completing the flight from San Francisco to Honolulu.

INVESTIGATION OF AVIATION PERSONNEL QUESTIONS 


A SPECIAL board was appointed by the Secretary of the Navy to study naval 
aviation personnel problems on October 1. It develops that the board was 
appointed as the result of a recommendation that came up from the Bureau 
of Aeronautics. It is also known that the General Staff of the Army is study- 
ing the question in the War Department. Both studies, it is claimed, were 
instituted before the President’s investigation board was appointed. ; 

The Secretary of War on a number of occasions has stated that the question 
of abolishing flying pay is not under consideration in the General Staff. The 
special board in the Navy Department has been instructed to go into all of the 
problems connected with aviation as they relate to its personnel and make a 
report to the Secretary before Congress convenes. 

In the War Department there is a proposition under consideration which 
would give officers in the Air Service credit for the time that they served as 
flying cadets. Even the short period of nine months credit would make a great 
deal of difference in the standing of the Air Service officers who came in the 
Army under the reorganization. A few days time often changes the position 
of officers on the promotion list. Air Service personnel legislation will be a 
burning issue before the Military and Naval Committees, and the authorities 
are preparing to submit data on the subject. 
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8-51 COURT OF INQUIRY ORDERED 


yams Navy Department, on September 30, ordered a court of inquiry to 
examine into the causes for the loss of the U.S.S. S-51, on September 25. 
The court will convene at the navy yard, Boston, October 15. 

The court is composed of Capt. Orton P. Jackson, U.S.N. (president), now 
in command of the Naval Training Station, Newport, R. I.; Capt. Walter M. 
Hunt, manager of the navy yard, Portsmouth, N. H.; Capt. David A. Weaver, 
navy yard, Portsmouth, N. H.; Lt. Comdr. Charles A. Lockwood, in command 
of the V-3, which is now fitting out at the navy yard at Portsmouth, N. H:

All of the ship’s company of 37 officers and men perished except Alfred 
Geier, electrician’s mate, 2d class, of New Bedford; Dewey G. Kile, engineman, 
1st class, of Peoria, Miss., and Michael S. Lira, fireman, Ist class, of St. Louis, 
Mo., who were picked up by the City of Rome.

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SHENANDOAH INVESTIGATION 
ONFLICTING statements as to the probable cause of the wreck of the 
U. S. Navy airship Shenandoah on September 3 were still being made 
before the court of inquiry at Lakehurst, N. J., this week. 

Chief Rigger James H. Collier, on September 25, stated positively that 
there was a failure of several of the helium gas cells in the airship before 
she began to break up. This testimony was contradicted by some 12 other 
survivors, all of whom declared that they saw no signs that any of the cells 
had failed under the enormous pressure to which they had been put when the 
craft reached an extreme altitude of 6,065 feet. 

Lt. Roland G. Mayer, U.S.N., one of the original construction officers of 
the ship, who was in charge of the gas-valve system on the trip which resulted 
in the wreck of the airship, denied that the reduction in the Shenandoah’s valves 
from 18 to 8 had been made to save helium. He declared that the reason for 
the change was to eliminate excess weight. 

Lt. C. E. Bauch, U.S.N., testified that he had observed the gas bags and 
manifolds continually during the flight, and found no evidence of excessive 
pressure at any time. 

Capt. George W. Steele, Jr., U.S.N., commandant of the Lakehurst Naval 
Air Station, expressed the belief that the flight order for the Shenandoah for 
her last voyage gave Commander Lansdowne all the liberty of action necessary. 

Lt. Joseph B. Anderson, U.S.N., aerologist aboard, testified that one full 
hour before the Shenandoah encountered the Ohio storm he advised a change 
of course, which Commander Lansdowne refused to follow. Subsequent rec- 
ommendations by him, he said, were voted down by the commander and the 
other Shenandoah officers. Lieutenant Anderson said that it was a cyclonic 
_ storm that directly caused the destruction of the ship. 

Capt. Anton Heinen, the German Zeppelin expert, in testimony before the 
court, placed the blame for the loss of the Shenandoah on the late Commander 
Lansdowne, her captain. He stated that, in his opinion, the ship ran deliber- 
ately into the center of the storm for at least half an hour after danger signals 

ad been shrieking out loud. With the ship having sufficient power for steerage 
she probably could have got out of danger, he declared.

tion of Reserve units; and a third will be assigned to the Training Branch of 
G-3 to work on training policies, thus making six Reserve officers who will be on duty 
as additional members of the War Department General Staff for the year.

; Chemistry rules the world today. It controls every line of business, and 
since business controls war, chemistry controls our national defense.

General Fries pointed out that chemicals will be used for direct chemical 
action in future wars just as certain as gunpowder was used first for noise- 
making and celebration. The great secret of Henry Ford’s success the General 
attributed to the research work which the Detroit motor manufacturer has 
carried on with reference to coal, coal tar, oils, special steel alloys, aluminum 
alloys, the chemistry of powder, the making of artificial leather, and the 
thousand of other things which are needed for the making of his millions of cars, 

The General went into detail describing the great chemical development of 
Germany, stressing the fact that had not the German Empire been chemically 
organized she would have been able to stand off the Allies but a year and a half 
instead of the approximately four years and a half.

COMPREHENSIVE report on the Bacon bill authorizing en increase of 1,000 
A in the number of officers of the Regular Army in five annual increments 
has been prepared by the War Department General Staff. When Representative 
Robert Bacon of New York, who is a Reserve officer with distinguished over- 
seas service, introduced the bill late last session, he made the request that a 
report on it be submitted to the next Congress. It is planned not to submit 
this report until after Colonel Bacon has reintroduced his bill in the next Con- 
gress. when it will have a new number, although its provisions will be the same. 
This is to avoid confusion, and will delay the submission of the General Staff’s 
report to the House Committee on Military Affairs only a week or so. 


INCREASE WOULD COVER FIVE-YEAR PERIOD 


HE Bacon bill, as announced in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL at the time, did 

not originate in the War Department. No one in the War Department saw 
the bill until after it appeared in the official records of Congress. The idea of 
introducing the bill originated with Colonel Bacon, who, like thousands of 
Reserve Officers, is impressed with the importance of increasing the number of 
Regular officers to correspond with the development of the junior components 
of the Army of the United States—the National Guard and the Organized 
Reserves. Under its provisions the increase would be spread out over five 
years and gradually bring the number of Regular officers up to 13,000, as rec- 
ommended by Secretary Weeks and General Pershing. It would not be neces- 
sary to provide for the increase in this year’s Budget, and the increments would 
come as the finances of the Government were adjusted. 

The same subject will also be dealt with in the annual report of Secretary 
of War Weeks. It is understood that Secretary Weeks is now writing his 
annua! report, and may not return to Washington until it is completed. It is 
known that the Secretary is very anxious to commit the administration to not 
only this increase in the strength of the Regular Army but the corresponding 
development of the other components of the Army of the United States. 


FILLING VACANCIES AMONG GENERAL OFFICERS 


YERIOUS consideration is being given to the dates that officers of the Army 
will retire for age in filling vacancies in general officers’ grades. This is 
clearly indicated in the appointments announced last week. 

Officers will not be advanced simply to give them an opportunity to retire 
for age in a higher grade, but when an officer with a notable career is approach- 
ing the age-retirement limit he is very apt to be jumped over younger officers 
as a recognition of exceptionally distinguished service. 

A case in point is the appointment of Brig. Gen. Benjamin A. Poore, U.S.A., 
who was jumped over a large group of brigadier generals, most of whom were 
on the General Staff eligibility list, and served with distinction in the World 
War. The answer, it is claimed, is found in General Poore’s age, which is 62. 
In two years he will come under the compulsory-retirement law. No officer 
in the list of brigadier generals is as old as General Poore, and their average 
age is about 55 years. Two of the brigadier generals have not reached 50 years. 

It is pointed out that the result of this policy has been to recognize the 
splendid service of General Poore, and at the same time avoid shutting the 
door of hope in the face of the younger brigadier generals. The same policy 
was carried out in the promotion of Col. Michael J. Lenihan, Inf., U.S.A., to 
brigadier general. General Lenihan, who has a distinguished Service record 
on the battle front, has only four years to serve before reaching the age of 
retirement. General Poore has been assigned to command the 7th Corps Area 
after General Duncan retires for age on October 10. 


JOINT COMMITTEE ON PLANS FOR ARMY OF U. S. 


OW that the Budget study has been completed, the War Department General 

Staff has taken up the plans proposed by the special committee of National 
Guard officers for a joint board of Regular Army, National Guard and Reserve 
officers, to consider what should be the peace strength of the components of 
the Army of the United States. It can be stated upon the highest authority 
that the proposal has been well received in the General Staff, and that within 
a week or so recommendations will be made to the Acting Secretary of War 
for a study along the lines recommended by the National Guard officers. 

The subject was being discussed in the General Staff shortly after it was 
proposed by the National Guard committee, but with the thrusting of many 
problems on the War Department by the Director of the Budget, every other 
Important matter was laid aside. The entire machinery of the War Department 
was put in motion to demonstrate the dangers of the original reductions pro- 
posed by the Bureau of the Budget. The War Department was fighting, not 
only to preserve the Regular Army but to keep the Director of the Budget 
from wrecking the entire National Defense Act. 

It is not felt in the War Department that the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Organized Reserves are out of the woods yet, but there is now more 
ume to give to constructive measures for the future. The plan as being dis- 
cussed would provide for a joint committee or board of Regular, National Guard 
and Reserve officers, which would command the attention and respect of Con- 
gress and the country. This board would take the study that has been made 
y the General Staff and work out a five-year program, not only in strength 
of personnel but the necessary reserve supplies that should be kept if the 
country is to be in anything like a reasonable state of preparedness. 


NAVY LINE AND STAFF PROMOTION 


WitHout reaching an agreement on the bill for the equalization of promo- 
tion between the line and the staff of the Navy, the conference called by 

Rear Adm. Edward H. Campbell, Judge Advocate General of the Navy, 
adjourned last week. The draft of the bill with that of the Britten or Line Bill 
has been referred to the Bureau of Navigation for comment and recommendation. 
In the conference it was reported that opposition developed from the Con- 
struction Corps to the bill as a whole. The Bureau of Yards and Docks was 
indifferent, and it is said that some of the civil engineers doubt the expediency 
of proposing the legislation. There were some differences of opinion as to the 
amendments that have been proposed since Congress adjourned. The Medical 
orps and Supply Corps, it is reported, were rather favorable to standing pat 
on the bill as it was pending before Congress. The Secretary of the Navy has 
intimated that he saw no objections to the bill pending in Congress last session. 
Evidently he does not take kindly to the proposition of placing upon the shoul- 
ders of the Secretary of the Navy the responsibility of fixing the status of 





running mates when the bill goes into effect, as proposed in the amendment 
that had been under consideration since Congress adjourned. 

In a recent lecture to the Navy War College, Rear Adm. W. R. Shoemaker, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, to whom the bill was referred, indicated 
a very friendly attitude toward the proposed legislation. On this subject he said: 

“With reference to the Staff Corps legislation matters, the Equalization 
Bill has been favorably reported out of the House Committee. This bill, as 
reported, carries no increase in the number of staff officers of the rank of rear 
admiral and provides for no ‘age and grade’ ‘or service since commissioning’ 
retirement. kt seems fairly probable that this bill will become a law at the 
next session, and it is hoped that the innovation of carrying into the ranks of 
captain and commander the running-mate principle which now obtains up to 
the rank of lieutenant commander, and therefore, abolishing in the staff corps 
any fixed number in these two ranks, will justify itself by the increased soli- 
darity of service.” 


COMPASS COURSE FOR YOUNG OFFICERS 
tyes tors from the Naval Observatory has led to the decision of the Bureau 
of Navigation to urge younger officers attached to ships undergoing over- 
haul in the navy yards to take the compass course at the Naval Observatory. 
It is announced that applications received from officers at the navy yard to take 
the course will be approved if practicable, and that they will be ordered to 
Washington, D. C., for this purpose. 

“The routine review of the annual compass reports,” says the Naval Observa- 
tory, “show that on the smaller vessels, such as destroyers and submarines, 
which are equipped with gyro-compasses, there is a decided tendency to negiect 
the magnetic compass and to place entire dependency upon the gyro-compass. 
This is a dangerous practice from a navigational point of view, and efforts are 
being made to improve this condition. 

“These reports also show that some of the younger officers are not familiar 
with the deviation of the magnetic compasses, and to correct this condition it 
is urged that more young officers should take the compass course. The compass 
school at the Naval Observatory has been kept available at all times for officers 
desiring to take it, but during the fiscal year only one officer took the course, 
and he only partially and hurriedly.” 


REENLISTMENTS IN NAVY 
5 ie Navy Department is gratified with the reports on reenlistment exten- 
sions, not only for the fiscal year of 1925 but for the first two months of 
the fiscal year 1926. During the fiscal year of 1925 the reenlistments reached 
72 per cent. For May of that fiscal year they were 52 per cent; for June, 76 
per cent. Since the beginning of the present fiscal year they have been: July, 
78 per cent, and for August, 91 per cent. 
This, it is believed, will in time relieve the shortag in machinists and other 
petty officers’ ratings of a technical character. There is no doubt that the Navy 
is in need of more specialists. 


U. S. NAVAL MISSION TO PERU 

LTHOUGH the tour of duty of Comdr. E. B. -Stanley (S.C.), U.S.N., as 

member of the U. S. Naval Mission to Peru, will not come to a close until 
April 1, 1926, the Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts is going over 
the list of eligibles for the place.

REGULAR ARMY 


RMY OFFICERS CANNOT OBSTRUCT A PROHIBITION SEARCH IN 

CAMP.—A raiding party consisting of a Federal prohibition agent, 20 
border patrolmen, customs agents, and others, appeared at the U. S. Army camp 
at Marfa, Tex., recently, with warrants to search the quarters of officers and 
N.C.O. for liquor. Lt. Col. Arthur Poillon, 1st Cav., U.S.A., in command of the 
camp, refused to permit the search until he communicated with Headquarters 
8th Corps Area at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. Next day Colonel Poillon notified the 
officers he had received a reply from area headquarters and that they could 
conduct their search. Nothing was found, and no arrests were made. 

R. Gamble, U. S. Assistant District Attorney, ordered that Colonel 
Poillon be cited, declaring: “Colonel Poillon was in temporary charge of the 
camp when Federal agents appeared with search warrants for the quarters of 
four sergeants, believed to contain liquor. He refused execution of the war- 
rants and kept the men waiting. Then he told them he could not permit the 
search until he heard from corps area headquarters at Ft. Sam Houston.” 

When the Colonel was cited on September 22 for contempt he admitted his 
action, said he had no intention of violating the law, and was dismissed by 
Judge Boynton with a reprimand. Judge Boynton held that an Army officer 
cannot obstruct the serving of a warrant on a military reservation except in 
time of war. 


EW INFANTRY SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION DELAYED.—Building the 

cuartel type of barracks in increments at the Infantry School, instead of 
letting one contract for the construction of this project at once, as has been 
urged by the War Department, is costing the taxpayers of the country a 
quarter of a million dollars a year. At a cost of $385,000 the power plant 
and one unit of the barracks is almost complete, it being estimated that 
the latter will accommodate about two companies. Completed, the cuartel type 
of barracks will cost $1,500,000 and will house a regiment of 2,110 men, but 
now that the Budget Bureau has disapproved the estimates there will be no new 
construction at the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga., for two years. 

That hope springs eternal in the human breast is evidenced by the fact that 
every officer for the past three years who has passed through Washington on 
his way to pursue a refresher course at the Benning institution held high hopes 
that adequate instruction would be authorized before the completion of his tour 
of duty there. But after finishing their instruction and returning to the North 
for their new assignments, they have given depressing accounts of the housing 
situation at Ft. Benning, and it is a matter of conjecture as to just when the 
construction program for this post will be completed. 

hen interviewed on the housing situation at Ft. Benning, a construction 
expert for the Government declared that “figuring on putting up the cuartel 
type of barracks all under one contract, it is estimated that from $40,000 ta 
$50,000 would be saved on the contract price alone. Men stationed at Ft. 
Benning have been housed in tents for six years and two months, and at the 
present time there are 3,300 men who are sheltered under tentage. The report 
of an officer of the Inspector General’s Department for one year, from April, 
1921, to April, 1922, was that $209,000 was expended for tentage at this post. 

“This tentage costs approximately $56 per man per annum, and when under 
permanent use lasts about six months.” 

There are other incidental savings, it is pointed out by Regular officers, in 
the maintenance and in the costs of utilities. Besides adding comfort and 
convenience it will also increase the morale of the troops, and will mean a con- 
siderable saving on coal and light. Taking the 2,110 men for which the barracks 
is being constructed and going on the theory that it would take four incre- 
ments to build it (and from this has been deducted the amount which would be 
built each year), the savings in tentage alone would be $200,480. This amount, 
added to the estimated savings that the Military Establishment would secure 
from the contractor of $50,000, would make it about $250,000. A fair estimate 
of the savings on the utilities, experts declare, would probably be $5 a man, 
os something like $10,000, so a reasonable estimate of the savings would be 

260,000. 

The entire Army is up in arms over the distressing housing conditions 
which exist at practically every post in the country. A recent inspection of 
the important Army posts in the country by Brig. Gen. Albert C. Dalton, U.S.A., 
Assistant to the Quartermaster General, an account of which appeared in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, brought out the urgent necessity for the adoption by 
the War Department of a permanent construction program. Steps in this direc- 
tion have been taken by the department, and as the result of a detailed study 
of a permanent construction policy for the Army which has been made, exten- 
sive efforts will be made by the military authorities during the approaching 
session of Congress to secure congressional approval of this plan. 


ODERN SPEED PHOTOGRAPHY.—tThe most critical test to which the 

scientific development of aerial photography and the transmittal of photo- 
graphs by telephone has been subjected took place on October 2, when Air 
Service personnel at Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., took photographs from planes, 
finished them while in flight, dropped the finished product to the ground and 
transmitted the photographs simultaneously by long-distance telephone to New 
York, Chicago, and San Francisco. The tc.t was held under the direction of 
Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, Acting Chief of )_-2ff, G-3, assisted by the Army Air 
Service, Army signal officers, and Brig. Gen. J. J. Carty, Sig-Res, representing 
the American T. & T. Co. 

In war time the value of photographs for the obtaining and dissemination 
of military information depends primarily upon the speed of distribution, while 
in peace time this development could be readily used for news photographs. 
Distribution in time of war of photographs of enemy emplacements a day late 
destroys their value, while the same thing applies to the distribution of news 
photographs when exhibited after a week has elapsed. 

The development and the finishing of the photographs as quickly as possible 
after the exposure is made, and the distribution thereof over long distances to 
various points without delay, are the two outstanding phases in the solution of 
this problem. 

For some time the Air Service has been engaged in research work on the 
quick production of photographs at its experimental station at McCook Field, 
Dayton, Ohio. Heretofore, after the photographs were taken from an airplane, 
the films were taken to the dark room, developed, fixed, washed, dried and

printed. Before the prints are ready for inspection, interpretation and distriby. 
tion they also must be developed. 

Now this is all changed. In cooperation with the research laboratory of the 
Eastman Kodak Co. a new process of photography has been developed, and in 
less than 10 minutes the development and drying of the film is completed anj 
the product is more than ordinary negative. Looked at on the face, it is a pogi. 
tive print ready for immediate study and interpretation. For the first prin, 
the whole of the second step in the ordinary photographic processes is eli. 
nated. Holding the film up to the light, it can be seen that it is still a negatiy, 
and in the event that duplicate prints are desired, they are made in the usyj 
way, the film being used as an ordinary negative. The apparatus for de Velop. 
ing the film has been simplified and made so compact that it will fit in the 
standard Air Service photographic plane, and the pictures are taken, developed 
and dried during flight.

THE NEW BRITISH BATTLESHIPS 


P to the present writing the British Admiralty has made public no facts 

’ Tegarding the main armament disposition of the armor, etc., of the battle- 
ship Nelson, which was launched on the Tyne on September 5, 1925, and repre- 
sents all the latest developments in battleship design and lessons learned from 
the World War. 

It would seem, after looking at a photograph of the Nelson just after she 
was launched, that the machinery and funnel will be placed further aft, while 
the familiar tripod mast has been replaced by a control tower in which will be 
accommodated the bridges, chart houses and gun-control stations. It is claimed 
that the new battleship will be less vulnerable to attack from the air and sea 
than any other warship afloat. Her keel was laid December 28, 1922, and she 
will be fully completed about September, 1926. 

The only official figures of the ship thus far made public are the following: 
Length at water line, 702 feet; standard beam, 106 feet; mean depth, 30 feet; 
isplacement, about 35,000 tons. “It is generally understood,” says the Engineer, 
of London, an authority on naval construction, “that the armament will approach 
closely to the maximum limits imposed by the Washington Treaty, which are 
as follows: Nine 16-inch guns in triple turrets, twelve 6-inch guns in twin tur- 
tets, and antiaircraft defense.

ARMY RETIREMENTS 


ETIREMENT OF MASTER SGT. WALTER L. MULLIGAN, U.S.A.—Mas- 
R ter Sgt. Walter L. Mulligan, Service Company, 16th Infantry, U.S.A., was 
retired from active service, at Ft. Jay, N. Y., September 26, 1925. Sergeant 
Mulligan first enlisted Octotber 30, 1901, and has served continuously since that 
time in the following organizations: Twentieth Company, C.A.C., 16th Infantry, 
17th Infantry, 22d Infantry, and 34th Infantry, returning to the 16th Infantry 
in 1923 to complete his 30 years’ service.

“It is with mingled feelings of pleasure and regret that the commanding 
officer announces Sergeant Mulligan’s retirement—pleasure in that Sergeant 
Mulligan, by long, honest and faithful service has so well earned the right to 
enjoy the pleasures and contentment of the life he is now taking up; regret—in 
that the regiment is losing an excellent soldier whose presence will be missed. 
The commanding officer knows that he speaks for every officer and enlisted man 
in the regiment in wishing Sergeant Mulligan a long and happy life in his new 
environment.” 
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EWSPAPER ATTACKS ON SECRETARY WILBUR.—While the investiga- 

tions are under way into the tragedies of the Shenandoah and the S-51, 
certain newspapers have inaugurated a campaign designed to embarrass the 
Secretary of the Navy and force him from the Cabinet. The basis for this 
demand, as they allege, is the condition of the morale of the Service, which they 
attribute entirely to the Secretary. The New York World (Democratic) set 
forth its view of the Secretary’s responsibility in a two-column editorial, closing 
with the assertion that the Secretary “must go.” 

The World’s view is supported by the New York Sun (Republican). Presi- 
dent Coolidge deemed the attacks as sufficiently dangerous politically to issue a 
statement through the White House spokesman that the disasters “may indicate 
an inclination on the part of naval men to hazard risks not absolutely necessary 
to development and experimentation in time of peace,” and that they do not 
“indicate a lack of morale in the Navy.” It is evident, however, from other 
press comments that the Secretary will be on trial, at least until full explana- 
tions shall have been made of the causes of the catastrophes. 


HIFT IN FLAG OFFICERS AND STAFFS OF FLEET.—Adm. S. S. Rob- 

ison, now Commander in Chief, Battle Fleet, will be relieved of his com- 
mand October 5 by Adm. C. F. Hughes at San Pedro, and later, on the same 
day, Admiral Robison will relieve Admiral Coontz as Commander in Chief, 
United States Fleet. 

Admiral Hughes and a large proportion of his staff will transfer to the 
U.S.S. Pennsylvania shortly after taking command of the Battle Fleet, as the 
California is scheduled to leave for the navy yard, Puget Sound, on October 9, 
for a six-weeks’ overhaul. During the time that Admiral Hughes is on the 
U.S.S. Pennsylvania, Rear Admiral Ziegemeier, commander Battleship Division 
8, and will fly his flag on the U.S.S. Arizona. 

-* Admiral Robison, aftef’taking command of the U.S. Fleet, will sail with the 
U;S.S. Seattle on October 9 for Panama and the East Coast. The home yard 
ofthe U.S.S. Seattle will bé changed from the navy yard, Puget Sound, to the 
navy yard, New York, in’dtder that the necessary repair work on the U.S.S. 
— will not interfere with the navy-yard work on the battleships at Puget 

ound. 

The schedule of the U.S.S. Seattle, as tentatively approved, is as follows: 

Leave San Pedro October 9; arrive Panama October 19; arrive Colon Octo- 
ber 22; leave Colon October 26 and arrive navy yard, New York, November 2.

AVY DEPARTMENT TO PICK CANDIDATES FOR P.G. COURSES.— 

Boards to select candidates for post-graduate instruction in engineering 
(mechanical, electrical, communication, Diesel engines, aeronautical), ordnance, 
naval construction, and civil engineering for the classes to be ordered in 1926 
will meet on or about December 15, 1925, it was announced this week by the 
Navy Department. In the distribution of candidates for this instruction, 56 will 
be selected for engineering, 8 for ordnance, 5 will be selected to take the naval 
construction course, while 2 will take civil engineering. 

Officers desiring to undergo this instruction should submit their applications 
to the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, Washington, D. C., prior to 
December 15, 1925, which must be filed through official channels before con- 
sideration will be given them by the board. 

Except in special circumstances, officers must be qualified pilots before 
selection for the course in aeronautical engineering, qualified to command sub- 
marines in case of a course in Diesel engines, and qualified operators in the 
case of a course in communication engineering (radio). For post-graduate 
instruction in ordnance, the bureau desires applications from qualified naval 





aviators, and in each case a statement of qualifications and experience must 
accompany applications for these post-graduate instruction courses. 

It will be required of officers applying for this instruction to submit with 
their applications signed agreements that they will not resign during the course 
and to serve three years in the naval service after completion of their post. 
graduate courses. Applications submitted by despatch shall contain notation to 
the effect that this provision has been complied with. 

In selecting candidates, the boards will consider requests of applicants jp 
engineering and ordnance who have had five or more years of commissioned 
service on July 1, 1926; naval construction, ensigns from the Naval Academy, 
class of 1924; civil engineering, ensigns from the Naval Academy, classes 
1924 or 1925. 


AVY PERSONNEL LEGISLATION.—As soon as Chairman Britten, of the 

Personnel Subcommittee of the House Committee on Military Affairs, cop. 
cludes his work with the Interparliamentary Union, which is now in session jp 
Washington, D. C., he will go to the Navy Department to confer with the Secre. 
tary and officers on the personnel legislation to be taken up in Congress jp 
December. Chairman Britten returned from Europe on September 24, but as 
he is in charge of arrangements for the entertainment of the delegates to the 
Interparliamentary Union, he has not been able to get down to the department 
as he planned. 

He expressed himself as being disappointed at the failure to reach an agree. 
ment on the provisions of the bill for the equalization of promotion between the 
Navy line and staff, and that the Secretary had not yet approved the Line Bil] 
which he introduced at the last session. 

“It is really up to the staff to agree upon the terms of the equalization bill,” 
said Mr. Britten. “The committee is opposed to the complicated provision fixing 
the status of running mates that was in the bill pending before the last Con. 
gress. I hope the staff will give us something that will authorize the Secretary 
to work out this matter as a substitute for last year’s bill. If it does not, I fea 
the bill will fail.” 


EAR ADMIRAL BRISTOL COMMENDED.—Back in this country after 

serving nearly seven years as United States High Commissioner at Con- 
stantinople, Rear Adm. Mark L. Bristol, U.S.N., has been highly commended 
by the President and other officials of the Government for the splendid work he 
has done in Turkey. 

Considerable speculation has been indulged in among naval officers as to the 
probable assignment of Admiral Bristol, but it was learned from authoritative 
sources this week that he will shortly return to his post in Constantinople. He 
strongly favors ratification of the treaty of Lausanne, negotiated between the 
United States and Turkey, and in an address recently at a luncheon of the 
Overseas Writers he gave unstinted praise to the progress made by the Turks 
in establishing a republican form of government, which is rapidly developing 
their country. All Americans in Turkey, the Admiral declared, favor the 
ratification of the treaty, so that diplomatic relations may be resumed and the 
status of Americans in Turkey may be definitely adjusted.

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NAVAL RESERVE 


EORGANIZATION OF NAVAL RESERVE.—The provisions of the new 
Naval Reserve Act and the new regulations issued in connection therewith 

in June last, and previously published in the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, are fur- 
ther explained by Rear Adm. W. R. Shoemaker, U.S.N., Chief of the Burean 
of Navigation. 

The Admiral states that the officers and men of the Naval Reserve are of 
a high caiiber and that the new regulations have set an objective before each 
unit of the Reserve and its desires, that this object be approached by laying 
a sound foundation and building up a solid structure step by step. The fol. 
lowing are the main points of Admiral Shoemaker’s explanations: 

It has been decided to utilize the Naval Reserve to furnish crews for the 
following ships built during the World War and now were therefore selected 
from among those out of commission in the best material condition: Ninety- 
seven destroyers, 8 light minelayers, 6 mine sweepers, 2 ocean tugs, 3 destroyer 
tenders, 1 repair ship, 1 ammunition ship, 3 storeships, 3 cargo ships, 3 colliers 
and 9 oilers. To completely man these vessels would require 1,160 officers and 
16,388 men. 

In order to furnish these vessels with a nucleus of regular personnel, plans 
have been developed for transferring small numbers of officers and men from 
the ships now in commission to those of the same type out of commission when 
mobilization is ordered. There are also certain Regular officers on shore duty 
who can be sent to sea in an emergency to fill the more important commands. 

For a number of years the Navy has maintained a policy of transferring to 
the Reserve its enlisted men who have served for 16 or 20 years. We have now 
about 6,500 such men, and 85 per cent of them are still physically fit to go to 
sea. Plans have been developed for detailing certain numbers of these men 
to each of the above-mentioned ships. 

By these measures we can provide 436 officers and 4,299 men, who are either 
now in the Regular Navy or have seen long service in it. Therefore, we fur- 
nish 37 per cent of the required number of officers and 26 per cent of the 
required number of men from these sources. There remains 724 officers and 
12,094 men to be furnished by the Reserve. These remaining numbers for each 
vessel constitute what we call its “Reserve Crew.” 

The basic unit of organization in the Reserve is the “Fleet Division.” One 
fleet division forms the Reserve crew for a destroyer, light minelayer, cargo 
ship, collier or oiler. Two fleet divisions together form the Reserve crew for 
an ammunition ship or storeship. Four fleet divisions together form the Reserve 
crew for a destroyer tender or repair ship. One fleet division forms the Reserve 
crew for a destroyer, light minelayer, cargo ship, collier or oiler. Two fleet 
divisions together form the Reserve crew for an ammunition ship or storeship. 
Four fleet divisions together form the Reserve crew for a destroyer tender or 
repair ship. One fleet division forms two Reserve crews for mine sweepers or 
ocean tugs. 

The quotas for a total of 1,000 officers and 8,000 men of the Fleet Naval 
Reserve are distributed by the Navy Department among the naval districts, 
and the commandants in turn distribute quotas to each battalion and each fleet 
division not attached to a battalion. Battalion commanders finally distribute 
them among the fleet divisions forming the battalions. 

Throughout the year weekly drills are held. In these drills the training 
is designed to prepare the officers and men for duty on the vessel for which 
they form the Reserve crew and to prepare each officer and man for a specifit 
duty on board the vessel. 

The annual 15-day cruise in the Summer months will be continued, but under 
an entirely new and greatly improved system. Next Summer each fleet division 
will make its cruise at the same time and on the same ship; the men will be 
trained under their own officers. Thus we wili be training organizations, not 
individuals. For every authorized Fleet Reserve man who fails to cruise, 4 
Volunteer Reserve man of the same division may be substituted. A Volunteer 
Reserve officer may also be substituted for every authorized Fleet Reserve 
officer in the District who fails to cruise and an additional number, equal t 
25 per cent of the authorized Fleet Reserve quotas for the naval districts, '8 
permitted to cruise. While the Volunteer Reserve receives no pay for drills, 
it does receive the full pay of the Fleet Reserve while cruising. 

It is hoped that the cruises may be made on vessels of the Regular Navy of 
the same type as that for which the Reserve crews were formed. 

In addition to the Reserve as thus described, the Navy is building up 4 
Aviation Reserve of officers and men. The authorized quotas are: Fleet Reservé 
officers 188, men 80; Volunteer Reserve, officers 500, men 780. 

There are 10 Reserve Air Squadrons, which are assigned to the naval dis 
tricts. Each one has a definite composition of officers and men, depending up! 
the type of planes it is to fly. The commandants of districts will organize t¥ 
squadrons and, as the annual quota of 77 student aviators qualify for comm’ 
sions, they will be fitted into their proper places in the squadrons. In thet 
weekly drills training will be specialized in accordance with the war missl0 
of the squadron, and in the Summer the entire squadron will be called as ® 
unit for its 15 days of training duty. This will be performed, as far as prac- 
ticable, in the type of planes the squadron is to fly in war, and it is hoped that 
there will be sufficient planes to allow the entire squadron to get into the at 
at the same time and carry out squadron maneuvers.

Underlying factors that determine the state 
of business show no change of an unfavorable 
character. The standard barometers’ which 
measure business conditions also render cheerful 
reports. Business is not experiencing a boom, 
but is in satisfactory volume, and, what is more 
important, its health is good. 

Dr. Lewis H. Haney, director of the Bureau 
of Business Research of New York University, 
in his monthly survey of business conditions, 
says: “Our main barometer rose during the 
months of May, June, and July, and as this 
barometer anticipates business changes by about 
five months, we are still in the period of ex- 
pansion. Perhaps the most fundamental factor 
is the condition of balance which exists among 
the several departments of the Nation’s busi- 
ness. Retail trade on the average has been 
steadily gaining. The July index was 118 per 
cent of the average for the last four years, 
against 114 per cent in June, and all indica- 
tions are that a further gain will be shown 
by the August figures. Wholesale trade is 114 
per cent against 113 per cent in the preced- 
ing month. Production in basic industries is 
113 per cent, compared with 100 per cent.” 

Roger W. Babson reports: “Taking the 10 
leading barometers of business and comparing 
the eight months of 1925 with the corresponding 
eight months of 1924, we find an increase of 
over 12 per cent in bank clearings, an increase 
of 16 per cent in pig-iron production, an in- 
crease of 34 per cent in new corporations, an 
increase of 12 per cent in new buildings, an 
increase of 6 per cent in freight-car loadings, 
an increase of 9 per cent in commodity prices, 
an increase of 12 per cent in imports, an in- 
crease of 14 per cent in exports, an increase of 
27 per cent in new capital raised, and a de- 
crease in failures.”” Mr. Babson, among other 
conclusions, draws the following: (1) The great 
profits and the violent losses of the last 20 
years will not again be evident for some time 
to come. This means that the next few years 
will not offer such opportunities to the specu- 





lator or any other man who is trying to get 
something for nothing, (2) Business, however. 
will be healthier, more stabilized and more sat- 
isfactory for those who are willing to render 
real service and give a dollar’s value in com- 
modities and labor for every dollar received. 

Dun’s Review comments on the situation as 
follows: “More definite signs of wholesome busi- 
ness progress are appearing each week. It is 
the exception now where reports are of other 
than a favorable tenor, and in the main the Fall 
season has begun very auspiciously. Increased 
working forces at different manufacturing 
plants, a broader retail and wholesale trade, 
better collections, and improvement in grain 
and cotton crops, are among the strong points 
in current reports. Except in speculative mar- 
kets, price movements this year have been com- 
paratively narrow, the maintenance of stable 
conditions reflecting the almost entire absence 
of competitive bidding for supplies.” 

Other observers of business conditions report 
about the same findings and agree in forecast- 
ing continued prosperity. The future course of 
the stock market, however, is a different story. 
It is not the function of this column to offer 
speculative advice, but the line between specu- 
lation and investment is often difficult to see, 
and until the gilt-edge class is reached the in- 
vestor is not free from speculative infl 
That is to say, sound investment stocks are 
pretty sure to be affected by the same factors 
that cause fluctuations in purely speculative 
stocks, in so far as their market value is con- 
cerned although their investment position may 
not be changed. 

Just at the moment the advance in call money 
rates in New York is causing some concern 
among the speculative contingent. There is no 
real credit stringency nor is there any prospect 
of any, the present strengthening in call rates 
being due entirely to tempurary causes. But it 
should be borne in mind that prices, generally 
speaking, are the highest in history, and those 
who have profits in speculative stocks would not 
be acting unwisely in thinking about taking 
them. A reaction could come at any time that 
would be severe. Anselm Rothschild made his 
great fortune by “never buying at the bottom 
and always selling too soon.” 

Under such a situation as is found at present 
in the stock market, the holder of investment 
stocks should look sharp also. The most ad- 
visable policy probably would be to sell a part 
of his securities and place the proceeds in good 
bonds. There is no reason to look for any re- 
action of consequence among investment bonds, 
and, in fact, the long-term trend there is likely 
to be toward still higher levels. 








CYCLONIC WIND SWEEPS FT. BENNING 


"J SLEGRAPAIC advices received by the War Department this week from 
Brig. Gen. Briant H. Wells, commandant of the Infantry School, Ft. Ben- 
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ning, Ga., indicate that a wind of cyclonic force swept part of Ft. Benning on 
September 24 and destroyed buildings and property valued at approximately 
$10,000. Two men were injured during the storm, but not seriously, and many 
telephone and electric-light poles are down. 

The damage was confined to the area in the angle bordered by the Chatta- 
hoochee River and Upatoi Creek. Four sheds and storehouses were completely 
wrecked and six other storage buildings used by motor transport and utilities 
branches were partially destroyed, besides inflicting some damage to several 
other permanent post buildings. Five transformers were burned out by light- 
ning, a number of motor transport vehicles were damaged by falling buildings, 
and the Central Georgia railroad station was unroofed. Framed tents occu- 
pied by the motor transport company and the engineer company were also 
damaged considerably. 

General Wells urged the immediate replacement of the electric lines and 
storage for property and supplies which are now standing in the open. Esti- 
mates are being prepared at Ft. Benning which will call for an emergency 
allotment to make minimum necessary repairs and replacement.

HE Comptroller General refused to credit Lt. Fletcher Gibbs (S.C.), U.S.N., 
with service in the Pennsylvania National Guard, which would place the 
officer in the fourth pay period. The decision came up in an appeal of Lieu- 
tenant Gibbs for the period from June 5, 1924, to March 31, 1925, amounting 


to $969.34. 


In rendering the decision the Comptroller General declared that 


“The suspension here in question will be charged to disallowances in the next 


settlement of the claimant’s account.” 


The Comptroller insists that Lieutenant Gibbs is entitled to count only his 


“active commissioned service.” 


T HE Comptroller General has held that officers and enlisted men of the Coast 
Guard assigned to duty on a floating base anchored off City Point, South 
Boston, Mass., are “only entitled to shore pay under the act of June 30, 1922.” 
The fact that regular ship routine was carried out and a deck watch maintained 
is not sufficient in the eyes of the Comptroller to entitle the crew of the floating 


base to sea pay.
